Washington, December 17.—(Special.)—If 
Mark Hanna has any power with the ad- 
ministration, Lyons is going to be post- 
master at Augusta. Hanna gave Lyons 
renewed and emphatic assurances to that 
effect this afternoon. While Hanna has 
been friendly to Lyons’s aspirations from 
the first, he has lately had so much trouble 
on his hands that he has not had time to 
think of affairs in Georgia. The failure of 
the adm'nistration to act in the matter of 
the Augusta postoffice has been due to the 
fact that there was nobody near the throne 
to urge action, and because of this inac- 
tion and delay some of Lyons'’s supporters 
fet dubious over his prospects. But now 
they feel confident of success and are natur- 
ally jubilant. This afternoon Lyons, Ruck- 
er and Deveaux had a long talk with Sen- 
ator Hanna in the senate corridor of the 
¢apitol. They came wpon him accidentally 
end when they had asked him to name a 
time for an audience, he declared that no 
delay was necessary, and gave it to them 
aa and there, while a horde of hungry 
ft seekers looked enviously on. Briefly

Lungstreet Working for Son-in-Law. 

The republicans have on a funny fight 
involving the postoffice at Gainesville and 
LaGrange. It is a fight in which General 
Longstreet is in the usual role of heavy vil- 
lain and this unique position of the general 
is worrying his party associates very con- 
siderably. Colonel Farrow, the pioneer of 
Georgia republicans, is slated for the 
bostoffice at Gainesville. Nobody else in 
Gainesville is an applicant for the place, 
but the appointment is being held up on 
General Longstreet’s insistency that it be 
considered only in connection with the 
LaGrange office, and that the appoint- 
ments for both offices go in together. Long- 
Street claims that Buck agreed he should 
control the Gainesville appointment, and 
Says that later Walter Johnson agreed to 
&ve him LaGrange in exchange for his 
indorsement of Farrow for Gainesville. 

The reason he wants LaGrange is found 
in the Candidacy for that place of Jasper 
E. Welchel. Welchel is a school teacher 
at Hogansville, and is General Longstreet’s 
80n-in-law. Longstreet now insists that 
Farrow must not be appointed until Wel- 
ehel is given the LaGrange office.

MINNEAPOLIS HAS BIG BLAZE. 


Loss Is Estimated at Nearly One Mil- 
lion Dollars. 

Minneapolis, December 17.—A special to 
The Journal from Grand Forks, N. D., 
says that a loss of nearly a million dollars 
Was caused early this morning by fire. 

The Hotel Dakotah, a large five-story 
structure that cost $250,000, was completely 
destroyed, as were the two large wholesale 
stores adjoining, Nash Bros. ang the Grand 
Forks Mercantile Company. Nash Bros. 
were grocers and fruit and cigar whole- 
salors and the mercantile company dealt in 
groceries. 

Both concerns occupied brick buildings 
about 100 feet square and four or five 
stories high. 

The Hotel Dakotah housed nearly 1,000 
guests. The “Lady in Black’ company 
escaped, as did the people in the hotel by 
the fire escape, a ladder one foot wide run- 
ning from the sixth floor to the first. 

The fire department rescued a large num- 
ber and but for time!y assistance hundreds 
of persons would have been burned. Half 
the people in the hotel were almost pulled 
out of bed and then shown the only. way 


of escape, which was by the narrow iron 
ladder. . 


ELECTRIC LIGHT WORKS BURN. 


Loss Cannot Be Estimated, but May 
Reach $75,000. 

Port Huron, Mich., December 17.—The 
Excelsior Electric Light works caught fire 
about 8:30 o'clock this morning, and at 10 
o'clock was a complete ruin. 

The loss to the company cannot be es- 
timated until an examination is made of 
the dynamos and other machinery. But it 
is thought it will run anywhere from $25,000 
to $75,000. 

The origin of the fire its unknown, but 
probably started from the boiler room. 


HANDED DOWN ITS REPORT.

Albany, N. Y¥., December 17.—The board 
of railroad commissioners today handed 
down a report of its investigations into the 
cause of the accident on the New York 
Central railroad at Garrisons, on October 
24th last. :

REFUSED SENATE AMENDMENT. 


House Does Not Like Change in Yu- 
kon Miners Relief Bill. 


Washington, December 17.—The house to- 
day completed the consideration of the leg- 
islative, executive and judicial appropria- 
tion bill, excepting the paragraph relating 
to the civil service. By agreement the de- 
bate on this latter paragraph will ge over 
until after the holidays. The bill as re- 
ported abolishes the assay office at New 
Orleans, La. ° 

The house refused to accept the senate 
amendment to the bill for the relief of the 
miners in the upper Yukon, and it was sent 
to conference. 

Mr. Brownlow, republican, of Tennessee, 
asked unanimows consent for the consider- 
ation of a resolution, reciting the fact that 
the report of the secretary ,of the navy on 
location of the armor plate factory made 
no mention of the board’s vigit to the south, 
and cailing upon him to cause the data 
procured by the board as to the advyan- 
tage of the south to be prepared and for- 
warded to the house. 

Mr. Dingley, republican, of Maine, ob- 
jected, and’ the resolution was referred 
under the rules. 

The house then went into committee of 
the whole and resumed the consideration 
of the legislative, executive and judicial 
bill.

THEY THINK GAGE 
MADE BAD BREAK 


Republicans Worried Over the State- 
ment of the Secretary. 


‘THAT THE SINGLE STANDARD 


Was the Main Policy of the Republi- 
can Party. 


GAGE BEFORE THE COMMITTEE AGAIN 


His Party Men Ask Him About His 
Remarks Fay Before—His 
Answer. : 


Washington, December 17.—(Special.)— 
There is great consternation and indig- 
nation among the republican politicians 
over the bold declarations which Secretary 
of the Treasury Gage has been making 
before the house committee on banking 
and currency, particularly that in which 
he declared, without equivocation, that the 
first purpose of the republican pojicy was 
to more firmly fix the gold standard’ upon 
the country. This was no hasty statement, 
but was read from the manuscript which 
the secretary had prepared. 

Today, in the committee, republican mem- 
bers got the secretary to say that he did 
not regard his declaration contrary to the 
spirit of the St. Louis platform. Then he 
went on to explain his idea of bimetallism, 
which is simply the use of some silver, al- 
ways retaining gold as the standard. The 
wiser republicans who knew ‘that their 
political salvation depends on their ability 
to keep up their bimetallic bluff, are much 
chagrined at the secretary's declarations. 

In the senate, Mr. Stewart, who had been 
accused of misrepresenting the adminis- 
tration in saying ‘that it for the gold stan- 
dard, took great pleasure in reading these 
statements to his accusers, who failed to 
find words to reply. 

Gage Resumes His Talk. 

Secretary Gage resumed his exposition 
of his comprehensive currency bill before 
the house committee on banking and cur- 
rency today. Chairman Walker had left 
the city, and Mr. Brosius presided. 

Before the bill proper was taken up some 


semi-political questions were asked. Mr.4' 


Hill, of Connecticut, called Mr. Gage’s at- 
tention to the statement made yesterday 
that the first purpose of the bill was to 
commit the country to the gold standard. 
“You are recognized as a republican,” 
said Mr. Hill, addressing the secretary, 
“and you ‘are familiar with the financial 


platform of the republican national con- | 


vention at St. Louis. Do you consider that 
the purpowe of more firmly fixing the gold 
standard on the country conflicts with 
the principle of the St. Louis platform?’ 

‘No, sir,”’ responded Mr. Gage: ‘“‘Not as 
I look at the principle of-bimetallism. Bi- 
metallism must mean one of two things; 
either it is two kinds of money .of equal 
value, circulating side by side by reason 
of the exchange of the less Valuable for 
that of gredter value, or else two kinds of 
money of such intrinsic equality of value 
that they will circulate naturally side by 
side. We have a bimetallic currency in 
the United States now. A firm establish- 
ment of the gold standard, with such in- 
terchangability with silver as will make 
it acceptable on an equality with gold, 
will maintain this bimetallism the same as 
it has existed for the last eighteen years.”’ 

The secretary went on to state that this 
in no way prejudiced any steps that might 
be taken to bring silver up to a higher 
standard of value. The bill, however, was 
designed to give such confidence in the 
financial ability of the government that 
the discriminations against silver would 
largely decrease. 

Mr. Cox, democrat, of Tennessee, asked 
if the result of the Gage bill eventually 
would not lead to one kind of paper money 
—bank notes—and no silver excépt subsidi- 
ary silver. 

“There is nothing in the plan to operate 
to that extent now,’ answered the secre- 
tary. “It ts in that direction, and further 
legislation developing it, it might ultimate- 
ly lead to such a result. But I would not 
say that silver would be restricted to sub- 
sidiary silver. I would say a system of 
silver which would be subordinate. It is 
subordinate now.”’ 


Took Up Another Section. 


After this diversion to the silver question, 
the consideration of the bill by sections was 
resumed at section 7, where the discussion 
closed yesterday, 

This section provides for an increase of 
national bank note circulation to be se- 
cured, not by the deposit of bonds or notes, 
but by the assets of the bank and the gov- 
ernment guaranty. Mr. Gage referred to 
the advantage of this additional] unsecured 
circulation, in giving an elasticity to the 
country at points where it was most needed. 
He showed from the returns of thé comp- 
troller’s office how small a percentage of 
loss came from national banks, and urged 
that this unsecured circulation would en- 
tail a considerable obligation on the gov- 
ernment by reason of its guaranty, and 
this would be overcome by the small tax 
on the bank, constituting a safety fund. 

In an answer to questions of Mr. New- 
lands, of Nevada, the secretary sald the 
amount of refunding bonds under the bills 
would reach $1,138,000,000 if all of them were 
issued. These being the basis for c'!rcula- 
tion, bank notes could be issued to that 
amount. By these the addittonal 25 per 
cent of unsecured circulation would give a 
further issue of bank notes Of about three 
hundred million. But that vast issue was 
merely the creation of a spectre, and was 
not a reality. The banks could not get all 
the bonds and use them for issuing bank 
notes. On the contrary, government bonds 
are always taken largely by private inves- 
tors, trust companies and insurance com- 
panies and parties across the water. Any 
effort by the banks to absorb all the bonds 
would so affect the price as to defeat the 
object in view. And this also would 
serve as a check to the expansion of bank 
circulation. 

As to Gold Contracts. 

Mr. Newlands referred to “gold con- 
tracts,” and asked the secretary’s view of 
them. 

Mr. Gage said he did not consider it de- 
sirable to interfere with private contracts 
of this character any more than was nec- 
ersary. 

To Mr. Prince. of Illinois, he explrined 
that his expression “gold and other legal 
money” used in the bill meant no reflection 
on silver or Other classes of money. T 
other legal money included silver and the 
expression merely served to cover a well 
understood term. . 

The extent to which drains on the gov- 
ernment stock of gold would result under 
the operations of the bill excited much 
discussion. 

Mr. Gage stated that all redemptions 
would be made in gold or its equivalent.

Only a Few Witnesses ‘Were Admittec: 
to the Execution, but Thousands 
Stood Around on the Hills 
Looking ‘at the 
Inclosure. 


Jefferson, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)— 
Wrapt in shrouds as white as their crime 
was black, Bud Brooks and Grady Rey- 
nolds died at the end of ropes swinging 
from the same beam here today. With 
prayers upon their lips—prayers that could 
be heard by those outside the inclosure— 
for the salvation of their souls, the two 
men dropped through the trap within a 
foot of each other, their last words cut 
short by the rope tightening about their 
necks. 

Two scores of people saw the two mur- 
derers shoot downward, while a throng on 
the outside knew that the sentence of the 
court had been carried out by the rattle 
of the trap as it struck against the sup- 
ports of the platform upon which the 
men had stood. ~ 

Quiet and orderly was the crowd and 
business like and quick was the work of 
the sheriff as he gave the finishing touches 
to the order of the judge who sentenced 
the two men to death, Within thirty min- 
utes after entering the inclosure with his 
prisoners Sheriff Brazelton’s knife had cut 
the ropes which held the men between heav- 
en and earth and had turned over the bodies 
to relatives who were in waiting to re- 
ceive them. Both prisoners were calm and 
pliable, giving the sheriff no trouble, and 
both faced death wit» compesure that 
astonishéd many. if ese 

The two men. passed tite night In the 
same manner I indicated in“my. telegrams 
of last night. For Reynolds ft was a night 
of calm rest, but for Brooks 4t was one 
of feverish tossing and turning upon a bed 
where sleep was almost unknown. Those 
on duty about the cells ‘had noticed the 
men closely, and their conduct had in- 
duced the belief that Reynolds would meet 
his. death stoically, while Brooks would 
die cringing and begging for mercy. Brooks 
was the first of the two up, and his first 
act after leaving his bed was to arouse 
Reynolds by yelling at him through the 
walls which separated the cells. About an 
hour before dayHght Brooks left his cot 
and approaching his cell door, called out: 

“Hello there, Grady, how do you feel this 
morning?” 

Reynolds was sleeping soOundly when the 
call came, and turning over, replied as he 
began piling out of bed: 

“All right, Bud. How do 
self? All right, ain*t you?” 

And as he finished his sentence he leaned 
against his cell door, bowing pleasantly to 
the death watch just outside. . 

“Yes, I'm in good shape,”’ replied Brooks, 
“‘and I am ready to go. Are you ready?” 

“That’s what I am,”’ answered Reynolds. 
“How did you sleep? I slept like a top 
myself and had the happiest dreams you 
could imagine. Yes, I’m ready.” 

Brooks’s answer conveyed the intelli- 
gence that he had not had a good night’s 
rest, but ‘there was more evidence of cour- 
age in his tone than the death watch at 
the door had expected to observe on ac- 
count of his sleepless night. 

Brooks Kneels in Prayer. 

Brooks remained at his cell door a minute 
or so buried in deep thought as Reynolds 
was talking pleasantly to the guard at his 
door. He did not appear to hear what was 
being said and by his manner indicated 
that he did not even hear the sound of 
Reynolds’s voice. Suddenly he turned from 
the door, and approaching his cot, kneel- 
ed beside it and began to pray. He prayed 
loud and long. The burden of his 
prayer was for the forgiveness of his sins. 
In it there was a tinge of selfishness, He 
prayed for no one but himself and seemed 
to give no ‘thought to even his partner 
in crime. While Brooks was praying Rey- 
noids was conVersing with those outside his 
cell, and his tore showed nothing of fear 
whatever. 7

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DESPERATE FIGHT 
WITH ROBBERS 


Family Surprised While at Supper by 
Two Masked Men. 


BLOODY BATTLE THEN ENSUES 


Father and Sons Make Brave Struggle 
with Desperadoes. 


OLD MAN PATTERSON KILLED IN THE FRAY 


After Exhausting Their Ammunition 
the Rcebbers Slash Their Throats 
with Knives. 


Little Rock, Ark., December 17.—Near 
Clinton, in Van Buren county, an aged 
farmer named Patterson lived on Culpepper 
mountain. With him lived his wife and 
two sons, one of whom was married and 
had a small family. 

While the entire household were seated at 
the supper table two white men wearing 
masks and heavily armed suddenly sprang 
into the dining room, and leveling their 
weapons at the heads of the assembled 
family, commanded them to remain quiet. 

It was the apparent intention of the men 
to rob the house, but one of them began 
firing into the people as they sat at the 
table. One bullet from a winchester struck 
old man Patterson squarely in the mouth. 
The wounded man sprang from the table 
and darted into an adjoining room for his 
pistol. He there encountered one of the 
robbers and a hand-to-hand struggle was 
commenced. The other robber was soon in 
the fray and as quickly joined by Patter- 
son’s brother and two sons. 

Shooting immediately began on both 
sides, the old man emptying his revolver 
and the sons defending themselves as best 
they could. When the robbers had ex- 
hausted their ammunition they resorted to 
their knives and began slashing right and 
teft. Old man Patterson, already terribly 
wounded from the rifle ball, was finished 
with the knife, his throat being cut from 
ear to ear. His brother was knocked 
senseless to the floor after being slashed 
with knives and the throats of both the 
young married son and his wife were cut 
by the robbers. The other son was shot 
through the left arm and the right arm 
was shattered. 

The room in which the struggle occurred 
presented a grewsome spectacle. The walls 
and ceiling were pierced by bullets, win- 
dows and furniture were demolished, blood 
stains were upon the walls and blood stood 
in pools upon the floor.

Slaycr of Actor Terriss Is Loudly Hiss- 
ed in Court. 

London, December 17.—Richard Arthur 
Prirce, known as “Mad Archer,”” who on 
yesterday evening stabbed and killed Wil- 
liam Terriss, the well-known actor, as the 
latter vas upon the point of entering the 
stage door of the Adelphi theater in order 
to take part in the presentation of “Secret 
Service,”” was arraigned at Bow street 
police court today charged with the crime, 
and was remanded until Wednesday next. 

A surveyor named Graves, who accom- 
panied Mr. Terriss to the theater, told the 
story of the stabbing, substantially as 
cabled to the Associated Press last night. 

A pcliceman named Bragg testified that 
the prisoner had said that he had stabbed 
Mr. Terriss for revenge, as the actor had 
debatred him from employment for ten 
years past and hed forced him either to die 
in the street or be revenged upon him. The 
prisoaer.also accused Mr. Terriss of black- 
listing him in connection with the theat- 
rical fund. 

As the prisoner left the docket he was 
loudly hissed and hooted. Prince was 
deadly pale. 

It was apparent that Prince felt he was 
playing a part that would command the 
eyes and ears of the audience. He leaned 
on the rail in a tragic attitude and twisted 
his dark mustache diabolically at allus- 
ions which caused the audience to shud- 
der. Several letters were found on the 
prisoner from members of the royal fam- 
ily in reply to the prisoner’s congratulations 
at various times. 

Then there was a letter from Manager 
Latham, of the Adelphi theater, dated De- 
cember 11, 1897, regretting that h®é could 
not offer a part in “Secret Service’ to the 
prisoner. This letter is expected to pro- 
vide the police with a motive for the 
crime. 

There was a sensation in the court when 
the inspector of police in charge of the 
case produced the butcher’s knife with 
which the murder was committed. 

Provincial managers who have known 
Prince déscribe him as eccentric to a de- 
gree bordering on insanity. On one oc- 
casion he threatened an actor at Dundee 
with a revolver. 

The letters seized by the police include 
several from Mr. Gladstone, the marquis 
of Salisbury and Lord Rosebery, all ac- 
knowledging birthday congratulations. 
There is one from the duke of Teck con- 
taining ithanks for condolences on the death 
of the duchess. Prince appears to have 
written most threatening letters to theatri- 
cal managers demanding engagements. Two 
years ago he tried to drown himself in 
Regents canal.

Charles J. Bonaparte. of Baltimore, read 
a carefully prepared and very long paper, 
the subject of which was: ‘‘Do the Ameri- 
can Peopte Want Ctvil Service Reform?” 

Mr. Bonaparte took for his text a letter 
recently written by Mr. J. L. Kennedy. of 
the Anti-Civil Service League, to President 
McKinley, in which he cited the defeat of 
the proposed civil service amendment to 
the state constitutio§ in Maryland as an 
evidence that the people were opposed to 
the national civil service establishment. 
Mr. Kennedy in this letter said the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment in Mary- 
land was “patterned after the national 
civil service commission.”” Mr. Kennedy 
‘also cited the fact that this defeat was in 
spite of a strong civil service reform or- 
ganizatjon in Baltimore, of which Charlies 
J. Bonaparte was the leading spirit. 

To this Mr. Ronaparte replies in his paper 
thus: “The suggested amendment did not 
propose to erect a civil service establish- 
ment patterned after the national civil ser- 
‘vice commission, or to erect a ‘state civil 
service establishment of any kind.’ ” 

Edwin Burritt Smith, of Chicago, spoke 
on “The legal situations, the right to com- 
pete for public employment.”” He quoted 
Curtis's statement that the purpose of 
civil service reformers was to entrench the 
people and practice of Washington into 
the law. Mr. Smith reviewed the action of 
congress, of legis:atures and of municipali- 
ties, as well as the opinion of courts. He 
criticised the holding in the case of Chit- 
tenden V. Wurater that the guestion 
whether the examination of a candidate for 
a public position is practicable, depends 
upon the nature and character of the du- 
ties. He reviewed the spirit and system in 
New York and Chicago under administra- 
tion of opposite politics to show the ten-

CONVENTION SHOULD TAKE NO ACTION 


That the Church’s Ablest Historians 
‘Supported Dr. Whitsitt in His 
Assertion. 


Birmingham, Ala., December 17.—(Sve 
cial.)—The state Baptist convention, which 
hag been in session at Bast Lake for three 
days, came to a close this evening. Opelika 
was selected as the next place of meeting, 
on Wednesday before the second Sunday 
in. November, 1898. 

The entire afternodn session was given 
up to the consideration of the course of 
Dr. W. H. Whitsitt, president of the South- 
ern Baptist Theological Seminary, at Lou- 
isvile, with regard to his declarations on 
the history of baptism, which ‘the declar- 
ed did not exist in Bngland by immersion 
prior to 1661, and which declaration has 


' been the subject of much criticism. The 


committee to whom the matter had been 
referred rendered minority and majority 
reports. The majority report declared that 
for the sake of peace the matter should be 
left entirely with the trustees of the semi- 
nary. The minority report recommended 
that to establish peace im the church Dr. 
Whitsitt should retire from the Mmanage- 
ment of the seminary. 

Dr. J. P. Schaefer, of Dadeville, led the 
debate for the minority report. He declared 
that Dr. Whitsitt occupied the attitude of 
the enemy rather than a friend of the 
church; that the masses were not in sym- 
pathy with him, and that a broad-minded 
man would have retired from the position 
he holds ere this. 

Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, of Nashville, was 
the principal speaker for the majority re- 
port. He said that Dr. Whitsitt’s historical 
findings were supported by the church’s 
ablest historians, and that it would be 
wrong to undertake to force so able and 
cultured a scholar to retire because a few 
people disagreed with him. 

Nearly a dozen other speeches were made 
pro and con, the debate growing very ani- 
mated at times. 5 

Fimally both reports were tabled by a 
vote of &% to 62, thus maintaining the posi- 
tion originally held by the Whitsitt sup- 
porters, that the convention take no ac- 
tion in the matter.

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Two Members of Macon First Baptist 
Church Become Christian Scientists, 


- PASTOR WHITE 1S AGAINST IT 


Therefore He Excluded Them from 
Membership in His Congregation, 


ACTION HAS CAUSED A GREAT STIR 


* Being Asked About the Matter the 
_ Preacher Gives His Reasons for 
the Ccurse He Has Taken.

Macon, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)}—The 
“eongregation of the First Baptist church 
of this city is very much astir over the 
recent exclusion of two well-known mem- 
_bers by the pastor, Dr. J. L. White, be- 
Seause they had “wandered off into the 
fields of Christian Sclence.””’ Dr. White 
preached a bitter sermon in his pulpit last 
Sunday against Christian Science, and those 
who are going astray from the church to 
join the society. He said many things 
which were not relished by the Christian 
Scientists of this city, and at the same time 
roasted the members of his church who are 
taking up the faith of the Christian Scien- 
tists unsparingly. 

“The reason for this sermon,” said Dr. 
White to his congregation last Sunday, “‘is 
that some of our members have been disturb 
ed by the new teaching, Christian Science. 
It has been necessary to exclude two mem- 
bers of our congregation for joining such 
a society, ard others who may be think- 
ing of joining ft should know that to do 
so forfeits their membership in the Baptist 
church.” 

This was the partkular utterance that 
has caused such consternation among the 
members of the First Baptist church. 
Some of the leading members of this church 
have been much ‘“taken’’ lately with the 
Christian Scientists’ doctrines. These lead- 
ing members are very sincere in their pro- 
fession of belief in the new ‘“‘teaching.” 
They are influential members. 

' Dr. White is determined in his work 
against the ‘‘new teachings” insofar as it 


seeks to make an inroad into the congrega- ! 


tion of his church. He was seen this after- 
noon by The Constitution and asked if 
he really intended to turn everybody out 
of the church who were qeaning toward the 
teachings of the Christian Scientists.”’ 

“They cannot remain in our church and 
become members of the society of the 
Christian Scientists. The doctrine these 
people teach is contrary to the Bible. We 
cannot permit members of our congrega- 
tion to forsake the Bible for such a faith 
and still call them good Christians and 
good churchmen. The two cannot go to- 
gether.’’ 

Dr. White was asked if the question of 
Christian Science as a disqualification for 
membership in the Baptist church had been 
recently discussed at the Baptist confer- 
ence or convention in Georgia. He replied 
that it had not been considered. He was 
asked if there was any special statement 
in the creed of the church against Christian 
Science. He said there is not, further than 
that the principles of the Baptist church 
are founded upon the doctrine of the Bible, 
and the teachings of the Christian Scien- 
tists are contrary to the Bible; and for 
these good reasons he had started this 
campaign against the spread of Christian 

sBeience in his church.

City of Mexico, December 17.—(Spcctal.)— 
Among the notable visitors in this city at 
the present time is the notorious Lord 
Beresford, otherwise Sidney Lascelles, who 
has but recently been pardoned cut of the 
Georgia penitentiary by Governor Atkin- 
son, of that state. 

About five weeks ago Mr. and Mrs. Las- 
celles, registering as from Monterey, made 
their appearance here and secured quiet 
apartments with an American family 
who had preceded them. It was not un‘il 
the lady fell in a swoon while reading an 
American newspaper that the identity of 
the ccuple became known to their hosts. 
The paper announced the death, in a little 
town in Georgia, of Mr. Alexander Pelky, 
the lady’s father. Upon her reeovery she 
told the story of her life. She was the 
petted and only child of a wealthy citizen 
of Rhode Island, who had gone to Georgia 
to invest in sOme rising real estate. There 
She met Lascelles, winning and polished, 
aud thovgh she knew he had been in the 
penitentiary for high-rolling, she looked 
upon the pardon which the governor had 
given him as a complete vindication, and 
despite parental objections married the gay 
lord, since which time she had not seen 
her father. Now that he was dead, she be- 
came the sole heiress to his possessions. 

In the meantime Lascelles had not 
been idle in the city. He had made the 
acquaintance of those in charge.of federal 
district affairs, and was so full of schemes 
of municipal improvement that he began to 
catch the official ear. He had extensive 
bundles of letters from dealers all over the 
United States, showing that he had been 
engaged in extensive works which claimed 
their attention. It is true that these let- 
ters all referred to pending negotiations, 
and not to completed work, but they were 
sufficient to prove that he was a man of 
affairs. The news of his father-in-law’s 
death came in good time, for it afforded 
Lascelles an opportunity to talk of landed 
possessions in various states of the Amer- 
ican union. He employed an English bar- 
rister to open negotiations with the repre- 
sentatives of the estate in Fitzgerald, Ga., 
and based upon this coming wealth, Las- 
celles has been heartily welcomed into local 
official circles. 

There was one notable feature about Las- 
celles’s preserce, and that is, while he made 
himself at home at the British consulate, 
and affected great fondness for the French. 
he avoided the headquarters of United 
States Minister Powell Clayton, and the 
American colony in general. 

It was only within the past week that. 
Lascelles’s record has leaken out. due to 2. 
chance meeting with an Alabama gentle. 
man, who had known him in Fitzgerald. 

“IT have no disposition to deny my ident!- 
ty,”’ said Lascelles, “but I would have pre- 
ferred quiet until my wife’s mourning fo1 
her father’s sad death was over.” 

With admirable’ sangfroid, Lascelles 
has met the whispers which have reached 
the ears of his Mexican friends. He ex- 
plains that he is a man of large business 
affairs; that in the course of immense 
transactions he has had reverses; that ful) 
settlement will set him straight again, and 
that he will return to the United States 
and put his slanderers into something 
worse than Belem. All this is told with so 
must self-possession and plausibility that 
it is believed, and the former Lord Beres- 
ford is living in clover. 

Mrs. Lascelles has the utmost faith in 
her husband and fully believes that he will 
come out On top.

HE SKIPS OUT JUST IN TIME 


Life Insurance Inspector Talks About

Cordele, Ga., December 17.—(Special.)— 
Mr. A. BR. Thompson, an inspector for the 
Provident Savings Life Insurance Com- 
pany, has a very poor opinion of the peo- 
ple of south Georgia. In speaking with 


your correspondent this morning, at the 
Suwanee, he immediately began a lecture 
upon the ability of the people of this sec- 
tion to lie. 
Whclesale Arraignment of the People. 
“Without ‘exception,”’ he said, “in cases 
which I have been called upon to investl- 
gate for the Provident Savings, I have 
caught the people who were most interest- 
ed in the payment of death claims in the 
most bold-faced lying. They have not only 
equivocated in their answers to my ques- 
tions, but have told untruths that the most 
unsophisticated could have seen through. 
If it were only a case of lying here and 
there, it might be looked upon as an indi- 
vidual matter, but it isn’t that way. From 
my investigations I have come to the con- 
clusion that there is a general lack of 
principle in this community. I have made 
investigations {n every section of the un- 
ion, and I have never seen such a univer- 
sal disregarda for the truth as I have found 
in this section. The moral condition of the 
people, not specially in Cordele, but in this 
section and the surrounding counties, is 
deplorable. They seem to think it perfectly 
legitimate if they can defraud an insurance 
company ty tying. When I catch them in 
a lie they don’t seem to mind it. They 
simply say they were mistaken in their 
statements. I do not have this trouble in 
any other section.” 


Names the Counties. 


‘In what counties have you made your 
investigations?’’ the reporter asked. ; 

‘Houston, Dooly, Worth, Wilcox, Berien, 
Dougherty, Macon and others which I do 
not remember,”’ was the reply. 

“A man or a woman who will He will 
steal or commit any other breach of mor- 
als,”” he continues. “It shows that the 
groundwork of society in this section is 
bad. The people who have lied to me are 
among the respected citizens of the com- 
munity. They He without any apparent 
scruple, and do it in a manner which indi- 
cates that they make a practice of lying.” 

‘Why does your cémpany seek business 
here, if you are convinced that the peonle 
are trying to defraud you?’’ he was asked. 

‘““Because,”’ he replied, “‘we can stand our 
hand. We usually, discover the attempts 
to defraud us. We quickly detect any sus- 
picious circumstances, and I make the in- 
vestigation so closely that we do not get 
caught. I question the parties at interest, 
and my detectives also get in their work, 
so that the lies are soon discovered. Don’t 
think that I am talking at randon,’’ he con- 
cluded, “‘or that my breakfast has disa- 
greed with me. I am talking deliberately, 
and I have the proofs in writing to sustain 
me. You may print what I say if you like.’’ 

The Tattler Gets Away. 

The indignation of the citizens of Cordele 
is very much aroused over this direct in- 
sult, and had not Thompson left on an ear- 
ly train they would have made this climate 
entirely too warm for his sort. The Prowi-

Committee’s Report Accepted and It 
Is Discharged. , 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS COMES UP TODAY 


President Gompers and All the Old 
Officers Will Probably Be 
Re-Elected. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 17.—When the 
American Federation of Labor met today 
the report of the special committee on 
convict labor, which was passed yesterday, 
was brought up and the recommendations 
of the committee were read. The report 
was adopted after some discussion. 

The committee on executive council’s re- 
port stated that the matter of dispute be- 
tween the federation, the National Union 
of Steam Engineers and local union No. 
6807 of Boston had been mutually adjusted 
to the full satisfact'on of all parties cen- 
cerned. The report was adopted. 

Several spirited speeches followed tke 
introduction of a resolution relating to the 
situation in Cuba. The resolution ceclares 
“that it is the sense of this convention 
that the United States congress shculd 
waste no more t!me in useless cebate end 
diplomatic chicanery, but should take such 
immediate action as may tend to nut an. 
end to the indiscriminate murder of the 
common people of Cuba by Spanish sol- 
diery.”’ 

The following substitute for the resolu- 
tion was introduced: 

“That it be the sense of the convention 
that Cuba should have industrial 11eedom, 
from which it will recelve political free- 
dom.” 

The vote on the Cuban resolution and 
substitute was announced as 8% for end 


opened a serious question, and inquired if 
silver certificates would not be deposited 
and impounded and their place taken by 
national bank notes, thus increasing the 
drain on our gold supply.

He did not agree 
with objections suggested that the 10 per 
cent deposit required of the the banks of 
this section and the 2 per cent tax on 
them for a safety fund would make it 
unprofitable for them to issue circulation. 
There were other advantages secured to 
them which offset this objection. The pur- 
pose of section 49, providing that 
issues of national bank notes shall be in 
denominations above $10 was to give the 
government monopoly on small bills in 
most common use. 

When section 10, providing for the re 
demption of bank notes at the New York 
sub-treasury and other designated points, 
was reached Mr. Cox asked Mr. Gage why 
he did not specify that the redemption 
zhould be in gold or other legal money. 
The secretary answered that the less dis- 
cretionary power imposed on an execu- | 
tive officer in the execution of a principle 
the better, for sometimes executive offi- 
cers might have indiscretion and do fool-

from Georgia. This was done at the wish 
of Governor Atkinson, who is quite anxious 
te make a good showing of the wonderful 
products and resources of his state. 

On December 6th the leg'slature passed 
@ resolution which provided that the gov- 
ernor appoint an exposition commission of 
fifteen members to coilect and place the 
Georgia exhibit at the Omaha fair. This 
commission was tg serve without cost, and 
the exhibit was to be prepared without 
expense f0 the state. The governor was 
empowered to act as ex-officio member of 
this commission. The govermor realized 
that a full and complete exhibit of Geor- 
gia’s varied products could not be raised 
without money, but he feltcertain that 
the legislature would not appropriate a 
ecent for an exhibit. Ile then decided upon 
&@ plan that was worked in the Nashville 
exhibit. The state has a splendid exhibit 
that was used at the Cotton Staten and 
International exposition here. This exhibit 
was also carried to the Tennessee Centen- 
n&l, where it created much favorable com- 
ment, being among the best exhibits there. 

Governor Atkinson secured thig ‘exhibit 
to form a nucleus for the display to be 
made at Omaha. The exhibit now in the 
Capitol is such as could not be collected 
and placed in its present shape for less 
than $15,000, and the action of the leg'sla- 
ture is in effect equal to a direct appro- 
priation of that amount. 

The exhibit commission will collect from 
yarious sources in the state displays which 
will be added to the exhibit at the capitol, 
and will place the whole together at the 
Omaha exposition. Geveral thousand dollars

The 
commission of fifteen has not yet been ap- 
pointed by the governor, but the members 
will be announced in a few days.

Even if a'l the other 
States follow Georgia’s example, it is not 
likely that any will make as good an exhibit 
as it would cost many thousand to dupli- 
cate it. 

The Georgia exhibit will be in experi- 
enced hands at the big exposition. Mr. 
Bayard McKeene Fowler, who engineered

SPIRITED DEBATE ON ALCOHOL. 


Senators Disagree About Reiucing Tax 


Upon Alcohol Used in Arts. 

Washington, December 17.—A spirited de- 
bate was precipitated in the senate today 
by the submission by Mr. Platt, of Connec- 
ticut, of ‘the report of the special joint com- 
mitteee of the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives, appointed to investigate the use 
of alcohol in the arts. It developed that a 
wide divergence of opinion exists among 
the senators as to the practicability, from 
the poinf*ef view of government revenue, 
of reducing the present tax upon alcohol 
used in the arts. 

Mr. Hoar. of Massachusetts. who favors 
Such a reduction. expressed the opinion 
that if congress would. lay aside political 
considerations and@ deal with the Hquor 
question courageously and honestly by the 
imposition of an additional tax of a dollar 
a barrel on beer, the question of the gov- 
ernment’s revenues would take care of 
itself. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, strenuously op- 
posed any additional tax on beer. 

‘Under a special order 138 private pension 
bills were passed. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Hawley, chair- 
man of the military affairs committee, the 
bill passed by the house for the relief of 
the miners in the Klondike region was 
taken up at once. 

The senate bill was substituted for that 
of the house and a coference ordered with 
Senators Hawley, Carter and Cockrell con- 
ferees. 

After the debate on alcohol used in the 
arts had run some time, Mr. Allison depre- 
cated any attempt to raise the question at 
present. He said it was not pertinent and 
that it had not been made clear that alco- 
hol used in the arts could be exempted 
from taxation without impairing the reve- 
nues beyond what they could stand. He 
added that the interests of American man- 
ufacturers using alcohol had been carefully 
guarded otherwise in the new tariff law. 
He thought also that recent events had 
gone to show that the $1.10 tax on alcohol 
could be collected and expressed the hope 
that an earnest effort in that direction 
would be made.

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The Tariff and the Cotton Mills. 


The New York Evening Post, in dis- 
cussing the cotton mill crisis in New 
England, explains it on the usual Nar- 
row grounds of cheap labor and longer 
hours in the south. This is the theory 
of the cotton spinners themselves, ana 
we will not disturb its shallowness. The 
south has its advantages which are nat- 
ural and cannot be overcome, but ccm- 
petition here has not reached the point 
where it is able to create so radical a 
disturbance as that which has practical- 
ly destroyed New England’s wage sys- 
tem. 

If southern competition is the cause 
of the trouble, the New England mills 
may as well put up their shutters, for 
we have been informed by a practical 
and an experienced southern mill man- 
ager that the advantage the south has 
over northern and eastern competition 
ranges all the way from 25 to 40 per 
cent. 

But The Post calls attention to a fact 
worth mentioning in connection with 
Manager Mark Hanna’s great circus pa- 
rade of prosperity, namely, that the re- 
publican newspapers, when discussing 
the mill crisis, make no reference to the 
tariff, and treat the whole matter as if 
the wage reduction is to be a permanent 
feature. 

There is small consolation in this at- 
titude for those workingmen who rushea@ 
to the support of McKinley impelled by 
the glowing pictures of prosperity and 
higher wages which were strung out on 
the oratorical clothesline at Canton. We 
are not at this time disposed to weep 
over the woes they have brought on 
themselves, and shall wait until we see 
how the failure of the whole republican 
programme will affect their political 
action before wasting any large amount 
of sympathy.

Russia’s Prison Horrors. 
From The London News. 

The presence of a batch of convicts in 
Odessa, Russia, for deportation to S8ag- 
halien has occasioned the publication of 
various accounts of the treatment received 
by the prisoners in that island, and if the 
numerous stories are true, Saghalien must 
be a veritable inferno. Bye-witnesses re- 
late that a common fight is that of 
shackled human beings yoked to a huge 
cart whose weight fries the strength of 
their underfed bodies to the uttermost. 

These men are demoralized by the brutal- 
ity of their surroundings and the cruelty 
of the officials, who are ever ready to have 
recourse to the Knout to enforce submis- 
sion. At attempt to escape is punished 
with ten years’ extra imprisonment, and it 
needs only one or. two failures to break 
away to bring about an unfortunate pris- 
oner’s residence in this ‘“‘slough of despond.”’ 
One form of treatment is the coupling of 
the shackles which ensheath a prisoner’s 
ankles to a wheelbarrow. This the victim 
must drag night and day for months, per- 
haps till the iron inflames the flesh and thé 
legs mortify. His comrades may merciful- 
ly soak the feet and forcibly pull off the 
bands—a process which is attended with 
the most excrutiating agony, but which is 
eagerly borne. 

The knouting of a man is a scene of in- 
credible barbarity. The victim is mounted 
on @ specially constructed wooden horse, 
and his back is bared. The scourge is ap- 
‘plied with such violence that at each stroke 
pieces of flesh are torn away and the blood

WANT GOVERNOR TO VETO BILL 


The Land Improvement Bill Still Meets 


Opposition. 


GOVERNOR HEARD ARGUMENTS 


Mr.-Westmoreland and Others Argue 
That the Bill Should Be Vetoed. 
Decision Not Announced. 

i 


Governor Atkinson heard argument on 
the legislative bill known as the land im- 
provement bill yesterday. The bill passed 
both the house and senate against a decid- 
ed opposition, and now it is again cun- 
fronted with a solid array of enemies. A 
humber of Atlanta attorneys are makirg 
an effort to persuade Governor Aik:inson 
to veto the measure. 

The bill provides that in a case where a 
bona fide purchaser buys a piece of rrop- 
erty in good faith, thinking that he is 
getting a sure and clear title to the prop- 
erty, and makes improvements thereon, 
then discovers that another person hcilds a 
superior title and has to give up the prop- 
erty to this person, the improver must re- 
ceive the value of the improvements he 


- has made upon the property. 


The bill further provides that where a 
Person holding a superior claim to a piece 
of property takes the property from a 
bona fide purchaser who has improved it 
and then fails to pay the purchaser for 
the improvements, the property shall be 
Sold and the proceeds of the sale divided 
between the man who has made the im- 
provements and the one holding the first 
Clam on the basis of the relative differ- 
ence between the improvements sud tne 
land upon which they are built. 

Colonel Westmoreland argued the case 
before the governor yesterday morning and 
pleaded that the governor should veto the 
il. His argument aguiist the bill was 
that a man might buili a $6,%0O hovse 
upon a $2,000 piece of lamd and then have 
to give the property up to the rightful 
Owner, who might be too poor ‘o ray 
for the $5,000 improvements. ‘Then the 
land would have to be sold with the prop- 
erty, and Mr. Westmoreland uigied that 
Property sold this way never brirgs its 
Value, and that the owner of the jana would 
Not get the full value of his land; that 
the improver might buy in the entire prop- 
erty for less than $5,000 and leave tre right- 

1 owner of the land without his r'ghts.

FOR GOVERNOR 


They Will Nominate the Well-Known | 


Macon Prohibitionist. 
HE MAY REFUSE NOMINATION 


Has Already Stated That His Health 
Is Not Gooi. 


JUDGE HINES WILL BE SECOND CHOICE 


If Hill Refuses the Latter Will Be Of- 
fered the Nomination—Carter’s 
Chances Slim. 


Mr. Walter B. Hill, of Macon, has been 
selected as the populist gubernatorial vic- 
tim. If the Central City’s prohibition ad- 
vocate refuses to be slaughtered, Judge 
Hines will be nominated to make the race 
for governor. 

This is the populist slate. Mr. Hill has 
not yet been selected in convention, but 
the leaders of the party have written his 
name down as their first choice for the 
populist candidate for governor. This much 
was decided upon at the recent meeting of 
the populist executive committee in this 
city. Tom Watson announced in most em- 
phatic terms to the committee that he 
would not be a candidate for governor, 
and the populists were forced to turn 
their attention elsewhere in search of 
& man willing a risk a political defeat. 
They decided at once that it would be un- 
wise to rum Yancey Carter, and several 
leading populists intimated as much where 
the big senator could hear it. Mr. Carter 
immediately announced that he would not 
be a candidate. 

Mr. Hill has not been an active member 
of the party for any length of time, but 
the populists say that he is heart and soul 
with them, and they argue that he can 
poll the entire prohibition vote of the 
State. As the populists have adopted the 
prohibition platform, they naturally want 
& man who has figured as a leader with 
the prohibition party. Mr. Hill has always 
been an earnest advocate for prohibition, 
and has fought many determined battles 
in his own town. 

The populists of the sixth congressional 
district last-year attempted to place Mr. 
Hill at the head of a fusion ticket to op- 
pose Mr. Charles I. Bartlett for congress. 
Mr. Hill declined for business reasons and 
the pepulists had to get another candi- 
date. Mr. Hill has not yet been formally 
offered the candidaty for governor, but 
he has been infcrmed that he will al- 
most certainly be nominated. So far he 
has not shown any very strong inclination 
to make the race, pleading the excuse of 
ill health. 

Mr. Hogan, the populist prophet from 
Lincoln county, objects strenuously tw 
the nomination of Yancey Carter. He 
Says that Yancey will not get the nomi- 
nation. In an interview with The Con- 
stitution representative he said: 

“I see a number of people think that 
Yancey Carter will be the next populist 
candidate for governor. Mr. Carter is a 
very clever and brainy gentleman, but 
I haven’t the least idea that he could re- 
ceive the nomination. Mr. Watson would 
perhaps be the choice of the people, but he 
says emphatically that he will not run, 
and it may best just at this time for 
him not to run. I think that either Walter 
B. Hill or Judge J. K. Hines will be the 
mominee of. our party. We will have a 
prohibition plank in the next platform and 
we will go in to win.” 


Several other prominent populists back 
up Mr. Hogan in this view. The convict 
question will be made the leading issue 
in the populist campaign. The populists all 
voted against the bill which has just be- 


‘come a law, and the fight fn the coming 


campaign will be on this bill. 


STRIKING MILL HANDS MEET. 


Say They Will Be Furnished All the 
Money They May Need. 

The American Federation of Trades, now 
in session at Nashville, has voted to appro- 
priate a large sum of money for the relief 
of the Atlanta strikers. Information was 
received yesterday by the Atlanta strikers 
that the National Cotton and Woolen Spin- 
ners’ Union would contribute $800 to the 
strikers’ fund. 

The strikers held a meeting at the hall 
of the Federation of Trades, on Peachtree 
street, yesterday afternoon. The strikers 
agreed to persist in the strike to the last. 

Corralled in a large ante-chamber were 
a large number of factory hands, who had 
come to Atlanta to work in the Fulton Bag 
and Cotton Mills. As soon as they arrived 
here they were taken in charge by the 
local Textile Union and persuaded to join 
the union and refuse to go to work. These 
new members were initiated at the after- 
noon meeting. 3 

Mr. Jacob Elsas, of the cotton 
said last night that he did not care 
the strike. 

‘‘We are putting in new hands every day, 
and will soon be full up,’’ said he. 

He said he had refused to entertain a 
committee from the American Federation 
of Trades, but was willing to treat with 
the men who had worked under him. 

The Tocsin, the iabor paper. which 
was issued yesterday, states that nearly 
1,000 factory hands are on the strike. The 
Toesin also states that several unions in 
the north have offered financial help and 
that the merchants of the city have made 
liberal donations. The paper makes the 
statement that the cotton mills people are 
losing over $1,000 a day.

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Findings cf Auditon Culberson in Ladd 
Litigation Are Passed Upon. 


REPORT A LENGTHY DOCUMENT. 


—: 


Case Invc]ves the Ladd Time Works 
and Entire Personal Estate of 
the Late Captain Ladd. 


the report of Auditor Hubert L. Culber- 
con, filed several days ago in the superior 
court relative to the litigation in the Ladd 
Lime Works, was yesterday sustained by 
Judge Lumpkin, and the. bill of exceptions 
filed has cut ne figure in the findings of 
the auditor. The decision of the court yes- 
terday brings an interesting climax to the 
case. 

The Ladd ltigation, which began shortly 
after the death of Mr. A. C. Ladd, was 
the result of.a mortgage deed which was 
given by Mr. Ladd to Mr. F. Reusch, Jr., 
of New Orleans, for about $1,500, covering 
the Ladd Lime Works, in Bartow county. 
By this deed Mr. Reusch had the power 
to take charge of the works and operate 
the kilns until] his money was repaid. 

Some time after he took possession Mr. 
Ladd died from the effects of a_ surgical 
operation performed in Los Angeles, Cal, 
Mr. Anton L. Kontz was appointed admin- 
istrator of the Ladd estate and ‘he found 
Mr. Reusch in possession of all that was 
valuable of the property. When the Dill 
was filed by certain creditors asking for 
a receiver Mr. Kontz was appointed re- 
ceiver. A number of conflicting claims were 
put in against the estate by Mr. Ladd’s 
widow, by D. B. Ladd, the dead man’s 
brother; by tthe physicians and nurses 
who attended Mr. Ladd in his last illness 
and by many others who claimed the es- 
tate to be indebted to them. 

The whole case was recently referred to 
Mr. Culberson as auditor, ané after a long 
and tedious trial his report was filed, to 
which was filed a bill of exceptions, and 
these were heard by the judge. Each side 
was sustained in part and overruled in 
part. making the report of the auditor 
stand just about as it was first brought 
into court. Then came another hearing 
before Auditor Culberson relative to attor- 
meys’ fees and compensation for the re- 
ceiver. Quite an array of lawyers were 
introduced as witnesses, among whom were 
Judge Hopkins, Judge Bleckley, Judge 
Marshal Clarke, Judge James A. Ander- 
son, Judge H. R. Tompkins, Judge W. R. 
Hammond, Mr. Carroll Payne and many 
others. Messrs. A. P. Stewart, Forrest 
Adafr, C. S. Kinsbery, Joseph Hirsch, E. 
B. Black and others were among the bus- 
iness men of the city sworn as witnesses 
in the case, 

The litigation has covered quite a long 
period and the work of the gentlemen seek- 
ing compensation covered many months. 
The evidence offered was largely to the 
effect that an amount greatly in excess of 
what was allowed should be given, but 
the auditor in his finding exercised the 
discretion vested in him by iaw and made 
the report he did, simply giving reasonable 
compensation, which after argument and 
thorough consideration by the judge, was 
sustained in full. 


COURTHOUSE DEAL UP TODAY. 


Tajunction Case Is Set for Hearing Be- 
fore Juijge Lumpkin This Morning. 


The legality of the courthouse deal will 
be passed upon this morning by Judge 
Lumpkin after he hears the argument‘ of 
County Attorney Luther Rosser and City 
Attorney Anderson, representing the city, 
and Judge Howard Palmer, representing 
the plaintiffs in the bill, asking for perma- 
nent injunction against the payment of 
the notes executed ‘by the city to the 
county for the present courthouse prop- 
erty. 

The history of the bill before the supe- 
rior court ig almost as interesting on 
account of the frequent postponements as 
it is on account of the question involved. 
It has been set for argument before the 
court several times, but in every insfance 
a postponement has been secured by the 
defendants. The hearing will no doubt be 
conducted chis movning, as both sides an- 
nounced ready yesterday afternoon. 

One of the features of the case will be 
the answer that has been prepared by the 
county, which will be filed when the case 
is called and the argument begun, The 
county was made party in the suit on the 
motion of Judge Anderson, who was of 
the opinion that the county should be 
brought into the case, since it was a 
party to the contract which the plaintiffs 
were seeking to annul on the grounds of 
illegality.

Boston, December 17.—The directors of 
the Amoskeag Manufacturing Company, 
of Manchester, N. H., at a meeting held at 
the Boston office of the company today 
voted to reduce the wages of its employees 
about 10 per cent on January isf. The 
Amoskeag plani is one of the largest en- 
gaged in the manufacture of cotton in the 
country and employs between 6,000 and 9,000 
people. 


A Sailor’s Yarn. 
From Harper’. 

The rBitish cutter Sparrow, commanded 
by Captain Wylie, while cruising off Cape 
Tiburon, on the island of San Womingo, 
chased and overhauled an American brig, 
the cargo of which, together with certain 
other circumstances, gave rise to such a 
suspicion that she was enemy’s property 
that Captain Wylie thought it best to send 
her to Port Royal for examination. The 
yankee captain, not in the least dismayed, 
swore sO positively as to the truth of his 
ship’s papers, which he producéd, that the 
admiralty court Was at length persuaded 
to set him free, whereupon he immeadiately 
began an action for demurrage against 
Captain Wylie for having taken him. 

About this time Lieutenant Fitton, of the 
navy (who was then a midshipman in com- 
mand Of a small tender), arriving at Port 
Royal, went on board the Sparrow to pay 
a visit to Wylie. He found the captain itn 
very low spirits over the ponding suit, and 
greatly depressed at the idea of the ruin- 
ous @amages that it seemed certain wouid 
be awarded against him on account of the 
American. 

Fitton, however, on learning the name of 
the captain of the brig, advised Wylie not 
to worry, and stated that he could prove 
that the brig was yet a good prize. He 
then went on to explain that while cruising 
in his tender near the place where the 
Sparrow had overhauled the brig and very 
shortly after that time. his sailors had 
caught a large shark. He was very much 
surprised on hearing one of the men em- 
ployed in cutting the fish open cry out, 
“Stand by for your letters, my boys, for 
here’s the postman comé on board,” at the 
same moment handing out a bundle of pa- 
pers from the shark's stomach. They were 
only slightly damaged by the gastric juices 
of the fish and Fitton kept them. Upon ex- 
amination he discovered that they were the 
real papers of the American, which he had 
thrown overboard when he became hard 
pressed, an@ which had been promptly 
swallowed by the shark. The papers proved 
beyond question that the cargo was 
French.

OF THR NEW LAW 


Say Convict Act Is a Mild Modification 
of the Old One. 


SAME ABUSES, BUT NO EVILS 


Colonel Jim Smith Says He Will Not 


Lease Any More. 


MR. W. B. LOWE MAKES SOME COMPARISONS 


Speaks of the Trials of the Lessees—A 
Talk with Captain English 
on the Subject. 


The lessees of the convicts say that they 
believe the new law is a good one. It 
differs very little from the old law, they 
say, and after all the legislature did not 
make any radical change in the peniten- 
tiary system. 

The question has been MWiscussed for 
years. In and out of Georgia tbe convict 
system has been condemned, and tnere 
seemed to be a demand for something cn- 
tirely different from the old plan. But 
after all the agitation and denunciation, 
the system has only been modified. Some 
of the present lessees say that the new 
law woula be perfectly satisfactory to 
them to operate under, but they long ago 
made up their minds not to lease any more 
convicts after their present contract ex- 
pires. 

Captain J. W. English, Mr. W. BR. Lowe 
and Colonel! James Smith have sa'‘d for 
the last three or foun years that they 
never intended to lease any more cv:ivicts 
after their contracts expired. hase gen- 
tlemen are of the same opinion. Even the 
modifications adopted by the general as- 
sembly do not atiract them. 

Colonel Smith, the 17,000-acre farmer of 
Oglethorpe county, was here yesterday. 
Hie had not read the new act, but he 4ad a 
very clear general idea of its features, 
Which he had picked up in eonversition 
w:th the legislators and the lessees. 

“It strikes me that it is a right good 
SyStem they have turned out,”’ he rem tirk- 
ed. “I am not going to lease any more 
convicts when I get througn with this icb. 
I have been criticised and misunders* ,od 
until 1 am tired of it. Then 1 have had 
some bad luck with escapes and in one 
Wuy or another and hereafter I am yoing 
to run my farms with free labor. I belLeve 
it will be cheaper in the end and I know 
that I will have more peace of mind. Peo- 
ple who did not understand the system 
and were ignorant of the treatment given 
to the convicts have written and talked 
about the lessees until I have had enough. 
Anybody that wants to go through that 
can jump in if he wishes.”’ 

Colonel Smith has a large convict camp 
On his farm in Oglethorpe county. He 
employs a.great many convicts, as well 
as a great many free Jaborers. He says 
that he gets more work out of his free 
labor than out of the others, but there is 
one advantage about the convicts, and that 
is they are always on hand Monday morn- 
ing. 

A Talk with Mr. W. B. Lowe. 

Mr. W. B. Lowe said that the new law 
will>not make any great change in the 
penitentiary system. ‘‘We have been work- 
ing the women on a farm by themselves,” 
he said. ‘“‘The women.afe all over in Elbert 
county, while the men are distributed over 
the rest of the state.’’ 

Mr. Lowe is the only one of the original 
lessees remaining. His associates have ali 
come in since the original lease was made. 
“I have been a lessee for twenty-three 
years and have had enough of it,”’ said he. 
“Some have made money out of the con- 
victs and others have lost it. A man 
takes a risk in leasing convicts, just as 
he does in any other business venture. 
You have to make a great many combin- 
ations of one kind or another; take this 
contract for labor and‘that. The lessees 
have to plan a great deal to keep his men 
employed. If they are not working at 
something, they would soon eat their heads 
off. I have had to go into coal mining, rail- 
road building; have had to operate saw 
mills and brick yards and turpentine farms 
and do a great many things of .hat nature. 
Often the lessee has to take stock or same 
kind of securities and they may turn out 
to be valueless and he loses a large sum. 
We went into turpentine farming a few 
years ago, and about the time we got 
well started a cyclone came along and 
blew down the timber on 42,000 acres of 
our land. See what a heavy loss that 
was?” 

Mr. Lowe was asked if he thought the 
new system would lessen the evils, or the 
supposed evils, of the old system. 

‘In the first place, the system under 
which we have been working has never 
been a. bad one at all. This.is shown by 
the fact that nearly every governor when 
entering office has begun to look ‘nto the 
penitentiary, thinking there was soniething 
which might be remedied. The w:ore he 
investigated and the more he understood 
the true condition of affairs, -he more 
clearly he saw that the system was all 
right. There may have been abuses, but 
they have been few and did not a:tach to 
the entire department.. Legislative com- 
mittees go out and examine the cump and 
report that the conditions are as good is 
could be expected. Then you hear it said 
that the penitentiary has been whitewash- 
ed. Nothing of the kind Perhaps cne 
committee could be fooled if there was 
anything wrong, but no lessees could de- 
ceive all the committees, 


Where the Odium Attaches 


“Much of the odium which attaches to 
our penitentiary was inherited from the 
management of the convicts just after the 
war, and from the evils of the county 
convict system. You have heard it charged 


‘that our convicts are starved. Why, the 


Georgia convict gets a better living than 
the average free citizen of Europe, The 
health of our convicts is better than the 
health of the people outside, and the death 
rate is much lower. The death rate among 
our convicts is lower than among the pen- 
itentiaries of the north or of Europe. Only 
three prisoners went insane in our peni- 
tentiary in five years, while from forty to 


eighty go insane In the New York peni- 


tentiary in the course of a year. The re- 
sult in New York is due to the solitary 
confinement, while in Georgia our con- 
victs can talk and associate with their 
fellow-creatures.”’ ) . 

Captain Lowe holds that the present sys- 
tem’s merit is found in the small number 
of convicts who return to the penitentiary. 

“It is only @ per cent in Georgia,” said 
he. “Our convicts are reformed. In Aus- 
tria 78 per cent of the convicts return to 
the penitentiary. For the other countries 
the averages are: Netherlands, 65 per cent; 
Bavaria, 42; Italy, 25; Belgium, 20; France, 
18: Great Britain, 18; Georgia, 7, 

“TI would like to see the state provide 
the food for the prisoners and their living 
quarters as well as their guards, as they 
will do hereafter. Then the state would 


-gell their labor, but care for them in every 


respect. The state will hire all the bosses 
and guards, pay them and control them 
absolutely. I had a law passed | 

providl | 
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them associate with the prisoners indis- 
criminately. 

“The new system will be very much like 
the old system. It may be that the state 
will be able to get a larger price for the 
convicts because only able-bodied men will 
be hired out. I don’t know. who will bid 
for them. I do not expect to seek another 
lease.”’ 

What Captain English Says. 

Captain J. W. English made up his mind 
yesterday to have nothing more to do with 
leasing the convicts after the present one 
runs out. He had not had time to read 
the bill, but he had a general idea of its 
essential points, and did not consider it 
materially different from the present sys- 
tem. It is the-old plan, with some modl- 
fications, and. those not revolutionary in 
the character, but perhaps an improve- 
ment. The road feature will not cut much 
figure, said Captain English. It is too ex- 
pensive to work convicts on the roads. 
They cannot be worked very far from 
camp, because so much time is consumed 
in going out in the morning and back at 
night. By the time a gang of prisoners 
get three miles away from camp they 
are an hour going and another hour re- 
turning. Camps would have to be moved 
after working three miles of road in either 
direction. That would cause frequent moves 
and a heavy expense for stockades. 

The expense of maintaining a convict is 
placed at $11 per month. One guard will 
watch eight men. The guards are to get 
not more than §25 per month. The clothing, 
food, quarters and general care are all 
ftems which the lessees say count up in 
the course.of a year to a big sum, and 
they declare that for a great deal of work 
free labor is cheaper. 

The Gress and the Enterprise Lumber 
companies are spoken of as probable bid- 
ders for convicts when the present lease 
expires. 


“NEVER AGAIN.” 


“Never Again,”’ the comedy that appear- 
ed at the Grand last night, is a long chain 
of entirely too risque incidents, supposed 
to be full of humor.

Clearing House Adopts Resolutions on 
Recent Bankers’ Convention. 


WILL FOLLOW UP WORK BEGUN 


Urges Other Associations To Take 
Prompt Action and Send Delegates 
To Aid in the Movement. 


The Atlanta Clearing House Association 
held an important special meeting yester- 
day afternoon at the office of the assoc‘a- 
tion and some important resolutions bear- 
ing on the late bankers’ convention in this 
city were passed. 

The association believes the work of the 
convention while in session in Atlanta 
should be followed up and the members 
w'll urge all chambers of commerce, benk- 
ers’ associations and clearing houses in 
the southern states to take prompt action 
to carry out the plan proposed at the con- 
vention of sending a delegation to Wash- 
ington to co-operate with those seeking a 
reformation of the currency and banking 
system upon sound and scientific princ:ples. 

The members of the association who were 
present at the meeting yesterday were en- 
thusiastic in their approval of the action of 
the convention and are anxious that steps 
be taken to follow up the work of the con- 
vention, it being believed that great good 
will result. 

The resolutions of the association were 
as follows: 

“Resolved, That in view of the mcrifest 
interest of the south in the action taken 
by the southern bankers’ conventi'n, held 
in Atlanta December 15, 1897, we believe 
that the work of the convention should be 
foliowed up by this association. That éll 
chambers of commerce, bankers’ essocia-

RICH GOLD SPECIMENS. 


Mr. A. 8. Hickey Makes a Rare Find in 
Habersham County. 


Mr. A. 8. Hickey, who has been prospect- 
ing in Rabun and Habersham counties, 
brought some beautiful gold specimens 
down yesterday.

Municipal enum Investigation Takes 
Unexpected Turn. 


AN EXPERT WILL BE ENGAGED 


Resclution Passed Asking Council To 
Appropriate Good Sum, 


WADE AND WILKINS DIFFER ON FIGURES 


Mr. Hugh Inman Wants Committee To 
Recommend Ownership and Mr: 
Atkinson Has a Say. 


The special committee appointed by the 
council to determine the practicability and 
advisability of municipal ownership of an 
electric light plant, met at the city hall 
yesterday afternoon, and decided to send 
the subject back to the the council without 
action, 

The estimate of Mr, Wade, placing the 
cost of a plant at $150,000, was accepted, and 
a resolution was passed providing for the 
appointment of an expert electrical engi- 
neer by the mayor and council to make an 
estimate for the proposed pliant. 

The sub-committee, appointed to bring in 
an estimate, decided to disagree. At the 
last session Mr. Wilkins was instructed to 
examine Mr. Wade's figures, which he 
would not approve at the time, and report 
back to the sub-committee at the next 
regular meeting. This report was called 
for yesterday afternoon, and Mr. Wilkins 
replied by stating that the more he exam- 
ined Mr, Wade's figures the more thor- 
oughly convinced was he that the latter's 
estimate was entirely too liberal. He would 
not agree to such an estimate and would 
insist on a minority report. 

Both Mr. Wade and Mr. Wilkins are in- 
exorable in their positions. One is an ex- 
pert electrician and the other an expert 
contractor. 
ferences since the last session of the com. 
mittee, but have failed to agree. They are 
as wide apart as ever in their views, and 
this controversy has resulted in taking the 
matter out of the hands of the committee 
for the present, and it goes to the mayor 
and council, 

An entirely new course has been decided 
on, therefore, but the committee is de- 
termined to thoroughly establish the fact 
whether municipal ownership would pay 
under existing conditions, 

There was much discussion, and at times 
a good deal of feeling exhibited during the 
session. Mr. Wilkins jumped on Mr. Wade's 
estimate with both feet, and Mr. Wade de- 
manded an investigation of his figures be- 
fore they were cast aside, 

Mr, Wilkins intimated that favoritism 
had played a large part in the making of 
the estimate; that Mr. Wade’s report was 
not impartial; that the boilers were of in- 
ferior make, and that certain portions of 
the cstimate were made by a discharged 
employee of the Georgia Electric Light 
Company, who was interested in a boiler 
concern up north, 


At the last session-of the committee Mr. 


Wade presented a plan for the proposed 
building. Mr. Wilkins stated this plan was 
the one the Montgomery people recently 
discarded as unsatisfactory. Mr. Wade 
presented a drawing of the Montgomery 
building yesterday afternoon, showing that 
the two plans were not alike. Mr. Wilkins 
stated he had nothing of his former state- 
ment to retract, and refused to discuss the 
matter fyrther, 


The Discussion Grows Warm. 

Mr. Wilkins introduced a get of resolu- 
tions requiring the appointment of an ex- 
pert to prepare an'’estimate at the ex- 
pense of the electric light company, the 
same to be appointed by the mayor and 
council. Mr. Inman wanted to amend by 
adding a preamble to the effect the com- 
mittee believed munijeipal ownership would 
be more satisfactory than the present con- 
tract system. Dr, Hutchinson agreed with 
this, but Messrs. Wilkins and Howard op- 
posed it on the ground that they were not 
yet satisfied that municipal ownership was 
advisable. 

Dr. Hutchinson then made the point that 
the mayor should be requested to appoint 
the expert. Mr. Wilkins opposed this, Mr. 
Atkinson, president of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, and his attorney, Mr. Mor- 
ris Brandon, spoke for the appointment of 
more than one expert, asserting one esti- 
mate would be insufficient. 

Mr. Inman accused Mr. Atkinson of try- 
ing to make the expense so high that the 
council would not adopt the resolution. 
This Mr. Atkinson denied, saying he wanted 
two or three estimates, that the committee 
might choose the one it thought best. 
Chairman Hirsch presented an estimate on 
the building from City Building Inspector 
Pittman, placing the cost at something over 
$5,000. Mr. Wilkins says the building will 
cost $12,000, Pittman’g estimate is almost 
identical with Wade's. 

Before adjourning the committee passed 
the following resolution, which will be pre- 


‘sented to the council Monday: 


“From information received, we believe 
that the city of Atlanta should have such 
information as will enable her, beyond a 
doubt, to know whether it is to be the 
best interest of the taxpayers to own and 
operate her own electric light plant, or to 
continue the present system of lease with 
a company; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That this committee recom- 
mends to the mayor and general council 
that they appropriate from $1,000 to $2,000 to 
obtain the information necessary as to the 
cost of building, maintaining and operating 
an up-to-date electric plant, in every way 
suitable to the needs of the city, and upon 
which plans and specifications will be pre- 
pared and bids for same obtained. And 
for said purposes an impartial! electrical 
engineer be employed, the appointment of 
the said engineer to be made by the mayor 
and general council.”

NONE HAD BEEN EXPELLED

President Hall statés that neither of the 
young men was expelled. ‘he first meeting 
of the faculty, he says, Was a very hurried 
one, and the young men were indefinitely 
suspended until ‘the matter could be given a 
thorough investigation, President Hall 
says that if there has ever been a rebellion 
among the students of the Tech it has not 
yet reached the ears of the faculty. The 
faculty, as is usual at this time of the 
year, examined into the standing of several 
students. 

The faculty is delighted ‘at the passage of 
the textile bill, and feel certain that the 
governor will sign it because he clearly in- 
timated at the time it was before the house 
that he was in favor ef the textile depart- 
tment. Ra 

‘The local board of trusteés of the school 
will hald a meeting some time next week, 
and will probably take action looking to 
the raising of the $10,000 required by the 
bill. Those interested im the school fee?

echool at Philadelphia and at Lowell for 
thei purpose of seeing the manner in which 
these institutions are conducted.

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THE PASSING GOSSIP 
OF CORPORAL PETE 


‘I was just thinking of the tragedies 
which have been a part of the Atlanta 
police force," said old man Pete Pion last 
night as he made his-regular ‘drop-in’ 
call at the barracks. “I asked Uncle Jim- 
mie McGhee, who is the oldest policeman 
in the city, and he tells me there have 
never been but four men killed while serv- 
ing on the Atlanta police force, and I reck- 
on he is right.” 

Everybody uround at the barracks al- 
ways stops to listen to o:d man Pion, ‘’Cor- 
poral Pete,’* as they call him, and when 
he began to talk about the policemen who 
had met with tragic deaths all the officers 
present were at once attention. The old 
man never states anything as coming from 
himself... He repeats what he has heard, 
as if not willing to place himself entirely 
responsible for his utterances, yet they do 
say he knows a lot about many things in 
and around the city. 

“I was to:d,” he continued, “that the first 
man who was killed while wearing a police- 
man’s uniform in this city was Dan Rogan. 
He was shot down by a man named Bill 
Johnson in the year -1868, or along there- 
abouts, Rogan, so I am told, went into a 
house to arrest Johnson and in some way 
Johnson thought there was a trespass and 
that Mrs. Johnson had something to do 
with it, and the same fs believed by some 
to this day. But poor Rogan met his death, 
and he was the first policeman to go down 
before a gun. Johnson was tried and came 
off clear. I reckon some of you boys re- 


killed by a woman named Jane Kelly.” 
The old man stopped to light his pipe, 
and while he was doing so a supernumary 
tried to sandwich in a story about vaccli- 
nation quick, but he was cut. short, for Cor- 
poral Pete will brook no interruptions. 
“Now, there wasn’t another policaman 
killed in this city after that unt‘i Poor: Bob 
Goodson was accidentally shot,’’ the old 
man went on as he puffed at his pipe, “and 
I do say that that was a remarkable 
record, for this polite force went through

BXPORTS VERY HEAVY 


All Records Probably Surpassed by This 
Year's Figures. 


IMPORTS SHOW FALLING OFF 


Bicached Cotton Goods Are Selling at 
the Lowest Point Ever Reached. 
Wheat Unchanged. 


New York, December 17.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’3 weekly review of trade will say: 

“Close to its annual tholiday and halt 
the business of the year is surprisingly 
large. Payments through banks are 2.5 per 
cent larger than in 1892, heretofore the 
year of greatest prosperity. The production 
of iron and woolens and boots and shoes 
ig larger than ever before, exports 
eclipse all past records, and failures for 
two weeks have been the smallest for cor- 
responding weeks in five years. The most 
weighty news of the week is the rise of 
merchandise exports in November to §$116,- 
630,290, the excess of exports in four months 
being $229,212,401, while in half of December 
exports aré nearly as large and imports 
$2,500,000 smaller than last year, when the 
excess of exports was $58,205,366. Probably 
all records are surpassed by exports for 
this year, which have ‘been $974,600,000 in 
eleven months, and the excess over imports 
in five months have probably exceeded 
$289,000, 000. 

“The output of pig iron December Ist 
was the greatest ever known, 226,024 tons, 
against 213,159 November 1, 1896, and 217,306 
in November, 1895, the highest point here- 
tofore. Unsold stocks also decreased in 
November 29,652 tons, indicating consump- 
tion of about 230,000 weekly during the 
month. Bessemer declined in the face of 
such production 10c, and gray forge 2606 
at Pittsburg. 

“Wheat is just now the backbone of for- 
eign relations, and Atlantic exports in two 
weeks have been, flour included, 7,880,942 
bushels, against 5,413,677 last year, while 
receipts rose to 12,060,122 bushels, against 
6,625,382 last year. The price gained a frac- 
tion in spite of the speculative decline in 
Chicago. 

“Corn exports continue to exceed last 
year's, in two weeks 6,326,894 bushels, 
against 5,074,626 last year, which is a par- 
ticularly significant feature. The price rose 
but a fraction, and receipts in two weeks 
were 8,023,001 bushels, against 5,449,181 last 
year. 

“The cotton manufacture its in difficulty, 
due to production last year far in excess of 
demand and to partial transfer of the de- 
mand of southern mills. While domestic 
and export sales have been large, they 
are behind a production exceeding that 
of the best previous years, northern and 
southern included, and tthe’ effort to 
straighten things by a reduction of wages, 
presumably, involves a strike and reduc- 
tion of output. Goods are generally weak, 
and the range of prices is now the lowest 
ever known, the reduction in bleached 
goods, prints and wide sheetings having 
caused considerable increase in the de- 
mand. 

“The demand for woolen goods is increas- 
ing, and some — are in the market pro- 
viding for a greater production. The wool 
market is generally dull, sales at the three 
chief points being 15,397,100 pounds, against 
18,100,100 last year. 

“Failures for the weck have been 329 in 
the United States, against 387 last year, 
and 28 in Canada, against 41 last year.” 


Bradstreet’s Review. 


New York, December 17.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“A sensible quieting of demand of whole- 
sale lines is reported as the holiday season 
and the annual stock taking period ap- 
poraches. Chief among the favorable fea- 
tures of the week has been eniarged inquiry 
at higher prices for steel in various forms, 
accompanied by advances in the prices of 
sorts most affected. A correspondingly 
heavy business has developed in pig iron, 
and prices show but a slight shading in 
the face of the current immense prceduc- 
t.on 

“The wheat market has been less fe- 
verish and prices ate practically unchang- 
ead frcm a week ago. while corn, oats and 
sugar are additions to the list of products 
showing advances. 

“The uMnsatisfactory outlook for cotton 
goods is reflected in reductions in bleached 
goods to the lowest point ever reached, 
while some cotton yarns show weakness. 
With these excepticns the price «ituation 
is one of quite exceptional steadiness. 

“The approach of the holiday season has 
induced freer realizing on cotton by plant- 
ers and others at the south, and ‘ncreased 
activity is noticeable in retai] Iines and 
among jobbers in seasonable goods, Collec- 
lections are slightly better in consequence, 
although the low price of the staple is a 
discouraging feature. Aside from price 
depression in its chief products, the south- 
ern business situation presents many en- 
couraging features, notable among teheso 
being the active demand and firm or higher 
prices for Louisiana sugar, rice and leaf 
tobacco. 

“Wheat exports how a heavy falling off 
from recently preceding weeks, aggregating 
as they do (flour as wheat) 4,604,399 bushels 
for both coasts of the United States and 
St. John, N. B., aga‘nst 6,266,159 bushels 
last week and 4,222,714 bushels in this 
week a year ago. 

“Corn exports are over 1,000,000 bushels 
larger than last week, aggregating 4,129,878 
bushels, against 2, 814,150 bushels in this 
week a year ago.”’

May started “4@%c lower 
at 9$2c, with one or two gales immediately 
after at-91%@%92c. Trade was excessively 
nerrow, and a few covering orders which 
came in shortly after were sufficient to 
cause an advance to 92%c, but when this lit- 
tle demand was satisfied, prices sank again 
to 92@92%c. It was prevented from going 
lower during the forenoon by some help 
from the bull clique, presumably caused by 
the enormous chearances from Atlantic 
and@ gulf ports, which included 66,000 barrels 
of flaur from Newport News, and amount- 
ed to 1,033,613 bushels. This is much the 
heaviest aggregate for one day in the past 
two weeks. Northwest receipts were fairly 
liberal. The cars received today at Duluth 
and ‘Minneapolis were 635, against 623 last 
Friday and 363 the corresponding day of 
1896.

Oats were irregular. December was 
steady all day and closed at a slight ad- 
vance, helped by the steady cash market. 
There was an inclination to realize on long 
lines in May, and this, with some short 
selling pressure, produced the weakness. 
Offerings were fairly well absorbed, and the 
declines were small. May ranged from 22% 
@22%c and closed 4c lower at 22%c. 

Provisions were active today. There was 
some firmness shown early on the higher 
hog prices, but a decline followed on selling 
by packers principally. Commission houses 
did the best buying. At the close May 
pork was 7%c lower at $8.77%, May lard fo 
lower at $4.67% and May ribs 5@7%c lower 
at 4.47446@4.50.

Mrs. 


Govld Will Be Remembered in 
Georgia as the Builder of the 
C. & M. Railroad, 


Headed by Mrs. Hannah 8. Gould, a party 
of fifty women left New York yesterday to 
invade the Klondike. 

Mrs. Gould is the woman who with Colo- 
nel E. C. Machen, built the Covington and 
Macon railroad. During the time that the 
road was being constructed Mrs, Gould 
made her home tn Macon, and she will be 
remembered as One of the most daring 
women ever in this section. She took per- 
sonal charge of the construction forces of 
the railroad and lived in the camps with 
them. Her work was considered wonderful 
and the people of Macon believe that she 


| could take a party anywhere on the face 


of the globe. 

Her plan to conduct a colony of womerm 
to the Klondike was published some time 
ago in The Constitution, and she has 
really made the start. The following from 
The New York Sun tells of the trip con- 
templated: 

“About fifty angels of mercy and miming 
expect to gail for the Klondike today. They 
form the lump of femininity with which 
Mrs. Hannah Gould, of 250 West Twenty- 
second street, expects to leaven the life at 
Dawson City.

For instance, according to Mrs. Gould, 
when a woman who owns a mining claim 
‘got all she wants out of it.’ che 
agrees to get out and pass on the claim 
to somebody else. This is beautifully in- 
definite, of course, but Mrs. Govufd regards 
it as beautifully unselfish, also. She says 
that no limit has been set for the passing 
of the claim. It is to be done when the 
owner has got ‘all she wants out of it.’ 
When asked whether she thought this time 
would ever come she exclaimed: 

““Why, yes! Don’t you? Oh, I think 
women are too noble minded to want to 
keep on getting riches when there are so 
many of their suffering sisters wko haven’t 
even enough to eat. Don’t you suppose 
that I, after I had got half a million out 
of a claim, would pass it on to my needy 


Sister? Why, there are hundreds of shop- | 


girls here in New York who cannot live 
on what they earn. Do you think I would 
harden my heart against them and not be 
willing to give them the same chance I 
had enjoyed? ’ 

**Mrs. Gould did not explain how she 
proposed turning over the claim after she 
had secured her half million, nor how the 
deserving shop girls were to be put into 
the field. When it was hinted that a wo- 
man might not be ready to turn over such 
a claim, she said that she was thankful 
She didn’t have such a selfish woman in 
her party. 

“Mrs. Gould’s forty charges are not ex- 
pected to devote themselves exclusively to 
picking up half-million dollar claims. She 
has already booked most of them for other 
occupations, @hief of which is cooking at 
$1.50 am hour. Several of the |\women are to 
open boarding houses for the bloated nug- 
get holders of Dawson City, and four of 
them are going to soothe the Klondike’s 
heated brow and take it® temperature and 
give it assorted medicines. These are the 
trained nurses, who will work under thé 
directed to Dr. Gregg, of Pittsburg, who, 
according to Mrs. Gould, has graduated 
from ‘I don’t know how’ many’ foreign hos- 
pitals. They are. to take a portable, felt- 
lined hospital of their own along, and will 
set it up the first thing after their arrival. 

“Apropos of the »osrpital work is another 
of Mrs. Gould’s uncommercia! details. She 
says that every woman has solemnly agreed 
to look after every sick man she comes 
across, whether he can pay ner for it or 
not. She does i’t have to nurse him through 
an iliness, but she must care for him until 
she can send for the much-graduated Dr. 
Gregg and his assistants. If the womar is 
on her way to cock a mess for a gang of 
miners, at $1.50 an hour, Mrs. Gould says 
that makes no difference. The mess and 
the miners, as well as the money, must 
wait on mercy. 

“Mrs. Gould has about thirty-five or forty 
men in the party which sails today. About 
twenty women and another group of men 
vill follow on a late steamer or will go 
overland and join the party at Seattle. 
The Columbia will lay up et Seattle about 
six weeks waiting for the ice to get out of 
the Yukon, so Mrs. Gould says. The pres- 
ent party includes a minister, who will 


' hold ore service every Sunduy and stakes 
' claims between times. 


The men of the 
party have agreed to put up the hospital 


and the tents for the women before they 
start out prospecting. 


There is to be a 
social end to the affair. There is talk of 
a clubhouse, where evening gatherings will 


| be held, and the young men, also the mid- 


dle-aged and old men, will be welcome ‘as 
long as they behave themselves.’ There 
will be no cards for these affaes, and intro- 
uations will Mot be necessary. Mrs. 
Gould says that the women are not taking 
any ‘fancy waists’ or finery of any descrip- 
tion. They must wear long skirts to these 
social functions, but even that will’not be 
obligatory. , 

“Continuing, Mrs. Gould said: 

“‘*‘Each woman will have an ordinary 
street gown; the one in which she leaves 
New York. Our ordinary costume will be 
corduroy waist, knickerbockers, and short 
skirts. We have long covert cloth ulsters, 
made waterproof outside, and lined with 
sheeps’ wool. In winter we will wear heavy 
calf-skin boots, and in summer rubber 
boots. For summer we have denim dresses. 
We will wear felt hats, with leather bands 
and broad straight brims, so that we can 
fasten the mosquito nets to them. In win- 
ter we will wear fur suits like those the 
Indians wear. The trousers are fur-l]ned 
and come to the ankles. The waist is 
lined with plaid woolen goods, and the 
waist is fur-lined. On our long ulsters we 
have fur-lined hoods.’ 

“Mrs. Gould was very mysterious about 
a certain part of the work planned. She 
says they will care for all th poor patients 
they can handle and she expects that the 
number will reach twenty or twenty-five 
weekly. She declines to state who is furn- 
ishing the means for this work, but inti- 
mated that several p&ilanthropic persons 
are backing the scheme. At first, howver, 
she hesitated over the idea* that they were 
philanthropic; but, if they do get anything 
out of it, Mrs. Gould does not propose to 
betray their secret. Mrs. Gould herself is 


taking a large quantity of provisions and © 


intends to ‘grub stake’ any miners she may 
come across.”

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TWO CASES OF THE 
LAW AND THE VIRUS 
French Strange Makes a Unique Plea for 
His Objection. 

LADY’S REASON FOR REFUSING 


It Is Prcbable That an Extra Session 
of Council Will Be Called. 


ORDINANCE MAY NEED AN AMENDMENT 


The Woman Did Not Wish To Hurt 
Her Arm—The Man Had Relig- 
ous Scruples. 


- 


There were two remarkable vaccination 
cases before the recorder yesterday—one 
tried in the morning and the other in the 
afternoon. 

One was against a man well known in 
newspaper circles, and the other against a 
lone lady who earns a livelihvod for 
herself and three little children with her 
needle and thread. 

In both cases there was an appeal to the 
recorder, which made him knit his judicial 
brow, and one case will doubtless result in 
a called session of the city council, if the 
compulsory vaccination is to be kept up. 

At the afternooh session of the police 
court a case was called against Mr. Fran- 
cis Strange, better known as French 
Strange. Mr. Strange was charged with re- 
fusing to submit to vaccination, and he had 
Attorney R. B. Blackburn to represent him. 

The arresting officer, Patrolman Moncrieff, 
stated that he and a city physician lad 


met Mr. Strange at his place of business | 


and had requested him to be vaccinated. 
Mr. Strange said it was against his relig- 
ion, and that while he objected to being 
vaccinated he would not resist. He simply 
would not be a party to the transaction. 
The physician agreed with the officer that 
Mr. Strange did not absolutely refuse to be 
vaccinated, but merely would not assist in 
the operation. 
air. Sirange Makes a Statement. 
In his statement Mr. Strange said: 


“I am conscientiously, and I believe intel- 
ligently, opposed to vaccination. I have 
made deep researches into the theory of 
vaccination, and within the statistics be- 


, fore me I could convince any jury of hon- 


est, sane men that vaccination is a delusion 
and a fraud. And more than that, s¢tatis- 
tics prove that vaccination has caused dis- 
eases far more serious than smallpox. I 
d.d not refuse. The city has adopteti com- 
pulsory vaccination, and I was ready to be 
compulsed, but I did not feel called upon 
to be a party to the injury of my own body. 
I offered no resistance,”’ 

All this argument d'd not seem to have 
much weight with the recorder, but the 
defense sprung another question, and that 
Was the fact that Mr. Strange lived eut- 
side the city Mmits, although he did bus- 
iness in the city. 

The recorder referred to the city code 
and the ordinance on vaccination «gid: 


“All residents in the city of Atlanta must 
be vaccinated.”’ 

“I tell you what I am going to do in this 
case,’ said the recorder, ‘I am going to 
withhold my decison until tomorrow, so 
I can look.more closely into the law.” 


And he added potntedly: 

“And if I find that non-residents doing 
business in the ¢ity eamnot be vaccinate, 
I will try to.get a special session of the 
council called so we can vaccinate Mr. 
Strange.”’ 

Mr. Strange was allowed to go upon his 
own bond until this morning, when his 
case will be definitely settled. 

The “Law and the Lady.” 

At the morning session of the police 
court Miss Lee Miller, a respectable dregs- 
maker, who resides at No. 91 Crew street, 
was arraigned for refusing to allow the city 
physicians to vaccinate her. 

This case of “The Law and the Lady” 
was one that appealed merely to the eym- 
pathies of the court. Miss Miller d'd not 
have a lawyer, and she miade no plea of 
jurisdiction. She simply. pleaded that she 
was poor, and had to support her dead sis- 
ter’s three little children, and that she was 
afraid to risk her health or do an act which 
might incapacitate her for work. 

“I have to sew for my support and the 
supporfof four erphan children,’’ she stated 
to the recorder, ‘“‘and I think I am failing 


‘in my duty to them and myself to submit 


to something which I think is heathenish 
and which may ruin my health.” 

“But the law says you must be vacct- 
nated,’’ argued the recorder, ‘“‘and if you are 
not vaccinated I will have to fine you.” 

“I am utterly alone,” replied the woman, 
“but I think there ought to be some gpro- 
tection for a woman in this great city.” 

“We are trying to protect everybody 
with vaccination,’ urged the recorder. 

But nothing he said had any effect upon 
the woman, and the recorder finally an- 
nounced that he would have to fine her $25. 

Miss Miller was unable to pay the amount 
and she was taken into the room for female 
prisoners to serve a sentence of twenty- 
five days’ imprisonment. This broke down 
her resolution. The three little children 
were at the home without protection. She 
finally decided that she would allow her 
family physician to vaccinate her. 

“T now have the choice of two evils,” she 
said with:a_ sigh, ‘‘vaccination or starva- 
tion for the children, and must accept the 
least, which is vaccination.”’ 

Late in the afternoon the following cer- 
tificate was handed the recorder while_ he 
was holding court: 

‘Tt hereby certify that I have. just vacci- 


nated Miss Lee Miller. 
“J, ROSS STMPSON, M. D.

‘1:15 p. m., December 17, 1897.’’ 
The recorder sent for Miss Miller and she 
went home.
